any consequences in the political 
campaign. 
Although both sides professed an 
earnest desire to compromise there 
was a note of hopelessness in the 
statement of the treaty irreeonciali- 
able opponents that party leaders 
said they might as w'ell put the 
question of ratification out of their 
minds and turn their attention to 
legislation. 
Among other things the debate 
brought out a direct disagreement 
as to which side originated the bi­ 
partisan conference. 
Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska, 
the democrat leader, started the 
debate by denying that the demo­ 
crats wanted the treaty in the cam­ 
paign. 
He asserted that his party 
had gone “nine tenths of the way 
to a compromise and that the re­ 
publicans had stood solidly for ac­ 
ceptance of their own reservations. 
It was the minority, he declared, 
w'ho had instigated the bipartisan 
movement and who now have sub­ 
mitted tw'o Compromise Article X 
reservations. 
Claiming credit for the initiation 
of the bipartisan conference Sen­ 
ator Lenroot of Michigan one of 
the mild reservation 
republicans 
charged that the democrat leader 
had stood out against a compro­ 
mise so determinedly that the re­ 
publicans w-ere driven to agree up­ 
on the best compromise they could 
among themselves. 
Senator Borah, republican of Ida­ 
ho, speaking for the irreconcilables 
declared the tw*o sides w?ere 
no 
nearer agreement than they were 
when the League of Nations debate 
began a year ago today and that 
further discussion only was a wraste 
of time.

Teekahlann- 
eesky was chosen and shot Wolf 
dead.

States are em ployed as wage earn­ 
ers. according to a report subm it­ 
ted to the Vocational 
Education 
Convention yesterday by Mrs. Cleo 
Murtland. professor of 
industrial 
education at the U niversity of Mich­ 
igan. 
Vocational education of the sam e

port. 
‘‘Women workers, since the ad­ 
vent of the factory system , 
have 
been exploited workers.” Mrs. Murt­ 
land said. “They largely have been

“Protective legislation alleviates 
these conditions, but 
education, 
both general and vocational, must 
ultim ately devaiop in women the 
ability to form ulate and demand 


St. Louis. Feb. 21.— Good health 
has a closer relation to the spiritual 
life of man than has perhaps been 
realized.

aside for the National Tuberculosis 
Sanitarium planned 
for 
Phoenix 
Arizona. 
Dr. Frank C. English, director of 
tiie H ospitals and H om es division 
of the M ovement will soon make a 
trip from New York to Arizona to 
attend to certain details of the en­ 
terprise. 
The situation to he m et in Phoe­ 
nix is a serious one. 
To that city, 
with its 60,000 
population, 
come 
each year from 3000 to 5000 suffer­ 
ers from tuberculosis, attracted by 
the high, dry air, famed the coun­ 
try over as being curative of their 
disease. 
Many of them 
without 
money, or m eans of support. 
The 
present facilities of 
caring 
for 
them, the health authorities report, 
are so inadequate as to be practi­ 
cally negligible. 
And since these 
tuberculosis patients come from the 
entire country, their care should he 
the problem of the entire country. 
This sanitarium is a proof of the 
Protestant church’s awakening to a 
sense of responsibility for the body 
as well as the spirit. 
The responsi­ 
bility has long been carried in for­ 
eign fields, where the work of the 
medical m issionary makes a record 
which may be pointed 
to 
w ith 
pride; but the tale of work done at 
home is less heartening. 
Thus far, 
the survey made by the Interchurch 
World M ovement has revealed the 
fact that other than the institution 
at Phoenix, there are only 
two 
sanitarium s for the care of tubercu­ 
losis patients under the auspices of 
Protestant churches w hich are co­ 
operating in the Interchurch World 
Movement. 
One of these is 
the 
Presbyterian 
Southw estern 
H os­ 
pital at Albuquerque, N ew Mexico,

Sanitarium, 
also at Albuquerque with 56 beds, 
none free. 
This new undertaking will bring 
the Protestant churches 
abreast
